During the year forty-two boys in agriculture began and 
completed 123 enterprises, making a total profit of 42,122.70, 
or an average of $50.54 on their crop and livestock propects 
for 1940. A suamary of the enterprises follows: 62 acres corn; 
17.2 acres tobacco; 29.2 acres wheat; 3 acres truck crops; 23 
pigs for pork; 9 brood sows; 375 baby chicks for pullets; 5 
dairy calves; 2 beef culves; 3 beef heifers; 1 steer; 2 dairy 
cows; § turkeys for breeders; 1&2 laying hens. The results 
of the students records indicate that the best paying money 
crop for Buckingham is tobacco in 1940. 


Other outstanding accomplishments for the year were as
